The following letter was fent by Don Louis de Cordova, to 
the Marquis Gonzalez de Caftigon, dated 224 UG. at 4a 
leagues diflance fiom Cadiz, 

BIR, _- 

ON the 14th inft. being then in fight of Marbolla; 1 have 
already informed -your Excellency that rhe combined fleet fail- 
ed in the evening from the bay of Algefiras. I this day tranf- 
mit to your Excellency the annexed journal of the molt confi- 
derable events that have taken place fince, that you may be 
enabled ‘to give the King a full account of them, arid alfo\of 


the necefliey I ‘have ‘been. waders owing to the obfcurity and 


tempeftuouinefs of the weather, of fuffering the Englith feer 
to pafs with its convoy from ealt to weft. “From this journal 
his Majefty will learn that having on the morning of the 19th; 
repaffed the mouth of the Straits, we perceived the enemy, 
who at our approach retvedted preLipliately towards the ocean, 
that we purfued thém in hopes of coming up with them, thonglt 
their hips were better failers than ours; that in effet we came 
within fight of each other on the morning of the 2oth that 
we then chaced them with all poflible diligence, that “they for 
med their line, waiting for us in fome meafure, but at the fame 
time, taking: advantage of the fuperior fwiftnefs of their veffels; 
fo as not to faffer themfelyes to be attacked by aur whole fored 
at once; that we had-no more than 32 or 33 thips, and that
